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DEDICATION OF SKELDON LUTHERAN HIGH 
SCHOOL. SCIENCE. LABORATORIES 


Never since the coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth had the Lutheran High School 
at Skeldon looked so tright. Bunting 
and gaily coloured streamers gave a 
festive appearance to the compound 
~ which was packed with cars and people. 
Police Officers in dress uniforms could be 
seen everywhere directing vehicles and 
pedestrians. The sides of the old. High 
School building were fairly bulging as 
over 600 people jammed into it, and 
many. others were’ standing outside 
Inside the platform was a maze of potted 
palms and loud speaking equipment. 


The occasion was dedication and open- 
ing of the new $30,000.00 Science 
Laboratories by . His Exceilency the 
Governcr, Sir,,Patrick Rension, on Octo- 
ber 10, 1958. His Excellency made a 
special trip from, Georgetown by airplane 
for this ceremony, He. was greeted at 
the Skeldon Estate air strip by the Rev. 
A. R. Bowen andthe Rev. W. J. Wolff. 
At the entrance to the Lutheran Com- 
pound he inspected a Police Guard of 
Honour and then was. conducted on a 
tour of the Science Laboratories and the 
Classroom Block by members of the 
Board of Governors, along with- officials 
of the Education Department. After 
examining the Science equipment that was 
on display His Excellercy expressed sur- 
‘prise that the Laboratories were so well 
furnished, and. complimented the 
Lutheran High School in its ambitious 
programme and energetic beginnings in 
Science, 


After this brief preview of the Lab, 
His Excellency and the official. party 
mounted the platform of the High School 
building while the crowds stood at silent 
attention. The programme, which was 
originally to be held outside and’ then 
had to be changed because of inclement 
weather, was ably conducted by the Hon, 

- Brindley Benn, Minister of Education and 
Community Welfare.. The people were 
welcomed by the Rev. F. D. Christhilf, 
Chairman of the Board, and after special 
music by the High School choir under 
the direction of Miss Ruth Zartman, a 
stirring report on the progress of High 
School was read by the Principal, Mir, 
Ongkar Narayan, Greetings were pre- 
sented by Mr. J. Strathern, Manager (ag.) 
of Skeldon Estate, Mr. V. J. Sanger-Davies 
on behalf of Queen's. College, and the 
Rev, W. J. Wolff on behalf of the United 
Lutheran Church in. America, The high 
point inthe programme was an address 
by His Excellency, Sir Patrick Rension, 
who compared Skeldon High School 
favourably with much larger High Schools 
in Georgetown, and pointed out the 
responsible role that the High School 
would have to play in developing Leaders 
to run-the new local government organi- 
zations\,under the Marshall plan, He 
also stressed the need for a full rounded 
balance programme which includes both 
the arts and the sciences and said he was 
pleased when he learned that the inten- 
tion of the Skeldon High School was to 
teach the whole child. Following this
